Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the Office's dismissal of 
their Petition for Reconsideration of Patent Term Adjustment that was submitted 
on September 1 6, 201 1 and dismissed as premature on December 1 5, 201 1 . 
The patent has now issued. 

The Notice of Allowance indicated a patent term extension under 35 
U.S.C. 1 54(b) for applications filed after June 7, 1 995 but prior to May 29, 2000 
as 0 days. Applicants believe that this is in error because the application was a 
U.S. National Stage application of PCT/DK99/00102 and had a 35 USC section 
371 date of June 15, 2001 . In addition, the actual U.S. filing date is September 5, 
2000. Both dates are after the May 29, 2000 effective date for Patent Term 
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Adjustment. Therefore, this application should have been considered for a Patent 
Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) for applications filed after May 29, 
2000. 

The Petitions Examiner suggested Applicants file a request for 
reconsideration of the patent term pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .705(d). 

This patent will not be subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

The allowance of this application has taken more than 10 years, and the 
delay was not attributable to Applicants' actions or failure to act as detailed in 37 
CFR 1.704. 

Accordingly, Applicants request that the determination of Patent Term 
Adjustment be recalculated under 37 CFR 1 .702(b), using the correct date when 
national stage processing began. Applicants have calculated that the proper 
Patent Term Adjustment, taken from 3 years after the 35 U.S.C. section 371 date 
until the issue date, is 2772 days, and requests a Patent Term Adjustment in that 
amount. 
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The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any required fees due 
(other than issue fees), and to credit any overpayment made, in connection with 
the filing of this paper to Deposit Account 20-0668 of Texas Instruments 
Incorporated.
